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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Amendments to the claims are not entered as they would required additional search as 
elements of the claim have been narrowed further than any previous independent or dependent 
claim earlier required. 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/29/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding applicant's assertion that the glass substrate is formed by baking and that this 
process distinguishes the device from the prior art, the examiner respectfully disagrees. As 
discussed with regards to the CVD process, a process used to create a structure cannot 
distinguish the structure over the prior without some differences in the structure itself. 

Regarding applicant's assertion that the process of forming the dielectric layer by CVD 
distinguishes the device from the prior art, the examiner respectfully disagrees. The structure as 
disclosed in the prior art has the function identical to the claimed device with respect to the 
blocking of UV-Radiation to the dielectric film. That this problem, may or may not be as 
prevalent depending on the process used to form the dielectric layer, is not in the examiner's 
view a fact that structurally distinguishes the claimed dielectric layer over that of the prior art. 

Regarding applicant's assertion that the Ti0 2 film disclosed in the prior art is not a UV 
shielding layer, the examiner respectfully disagrees. The function of UV-Blocking is a property 
of the material of the layer. In this case Ti0 2 . Ti0 2 is a known UV blocker in for instance 
sunglasses and sunscreen. The reference cited does not have to explicitly state the property of 
UV-Blocking, if the materials the layer is composed of inherently provide the stated property.
